This communication is in response to amendment filed 2/27/09. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art fails to teach or render obvious the limitation of independent claims. The Applicant has 
claims a portfolio analysis system. 

Independent claim 1 discloses a system of managing a portfolio by analyzing and 
monitoring the portfolio with application server by extracting and receiving data into a database 

Independent claim 7discloses a method of managing a portfolio by analyzing and 
monitoring the portfolio with application server by extracting and receiving data into a database 

Independent claim 22 discloses a computer readable medium of managing a portfolio by 
analyzing and monitoring the portfolio with application server by extracting and receiving data 
into a database 

The following prior art references have been deemed most relevant to the allowed 
claim(s): 

The closest prior art Luskin (US Pat. 6,564,191) teaches managing assets of a portfolio 
including variables such as time horizon and risk tolerance to determine strategic investment mix 
of assets. 

The closest prior art Muller (Book: online money) discloses calculating net worth and 
cash flow with tracking investments.

Claims 1-34 are allowed because Luskin and Muller references as discussed above as the 
Closest Prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a method of portfolio analysis 
includes aggregating a plurality of securities in the investment portfolio by security type 
and monitoring reporting investment portfolio. In addition the system does this with a 
database communicating with application server to extract, validate, delete and replace 
data for a portfolio monitoring system. This is significant because it allows leveraging 
books-of-record system data without duplicating accounting functions.
